one because of a 
misplaced switch. 


There was not an Instant's warning. 
Twenty-six portions were Injured, all 
but. one In scalding'stuam and 
fire 


.from the crushed locomotives and cars. 
four of the twenty-six died after ter- 
rible suffering-

brought to Chicago by the relief train.

-feature of these plans to the thousands 
of people who travel to New York Is 
the terminal that will be establlshei 
In that city. It will do away' entlrclj 
.•with the discomfort and delay causei 
•by the North river ferries. 
This tor 


mlnnl station will be second to none In 
the world and of gigantic dimensions. 
This can readily lie appreciated when 
the great size of the site Is considered, 
.•which covers four blocks and Is upon 
the tract bounded by Seventh and 
.Tenth avenues and Thirty-third and 
Thirty-first streets. The depot will be 
•erected above an underground terminal 
•of enunl size. From here tunnels are 
to run to Jersey City and Long Island 
•City, making two big railroad systems 
practically one. 


The' big terminal station In Now 


York wlil be 800 feet long and «00 feet 
.•wide. There will bo dozens nf entran- 
ces for foot passengers and vehicles, 
and graded passageways will lead 
down to a great bridge which will cir- 
cle the station over theailatforniB and 
trains.

It Is stated. In speaking of the>»gl- 


necrlng dllllctiltles to be encountered 
In sounding both the East and North 
rivers, that experiments have taught 
engineers the bed of the former Is hutd 
rock, and In consequence the tunneling 
will be comparatively easy. Tin- bed 
of the North river, however, offers 
much greater dllllcultlcs. so great. In 
fact, as to make the construction of a 
tunnel nothing less than the building 
of a submerged bridge. For more than 
125 feet below the bed of the North 
river there Is nothing but mud. which. 
of course, hardens as It deepen*, but 
not sutllcleutly for a foundation for n 
tunnel In which there Is to be such 
heavy trallle. 


Tills underground passageway must 


either rest on n pile support with steel 
construction or. If n roclf bottom l> 
wanted, the engineers must go to. such

In the East river tunnel. 
The Long 


Islnnd railroad will have the use of 
two of tho tracks and also joint use 
of the large underground station. 


The removal of the lauding place 


from New York to Moutauk Point, the 
extreme- easterly end of Long Island, 
would effect a saving of from six to 
eight hours In the actual time of a Eu- 
ropean voyage. The distance from New 
York to this point by rail Is 117 miles. 
A steamer train could make the run lu 
about the time It takes a liner ordina- 
rily to reach her berth In the North 
river from Sandy Hook. The distance 
by water from Montauk 'Point to the 
Sandy Hook lightship Is 143 knots, 
which Is a run of about seven hours for 
the big liners. 


It was the dream of tho late Austin 


Cofbln, president of the Long Islnud 
railroad, to make Moutnuk Point the 
place of departure for Europe and the 
port of entry from the other side, and 
this dream Is likely to bo realized. Mr. 
Corbln projected u lino of American 
Bhlps to ru-i from Montaul: to Mil ford 
Haven, on the coast af Wales. His In- 
tention was to urge upon congress tho 
desirability of making Montauk n port 
of free entry, where foreign goods could 
be stored In bond for reshlpuieut with- 
out the payment of customs duty. 


The trains lu all parts of tho tunnel 


will IMS operated by electricity^ In the 
winiu manner as the recently construct- 
ed Orleans railway extension lu Paris. 
This will make tl:e ventilation of the 
great underground passage a compara- 
tively easy matter, and thpro will be uo 
Kinoki.* or dirt. The subway* under the 
streets of New York will be at such a 
depth that they will not Interfere with 
the construction of any other subways 
projected by the city. 


The undertaking Is the most stupen- 


dous lu the history of railroading In 
America, and It Is estimated the work 
will cost close on to ^'r.O.OOO.OOO. The 
preliminaries aro already under way. 
and It Is said the work can bo complet- 
ed lu three years. 


TOie president of tho Pennsylvania 


railroad. Alexander J. Cas.satt. who has 
planned this big undertaking, lm« hud 
n long experience- In transportation af- 
fairs and Is eminently capable for tin- 
performance of his duties as chief of 
the great system. Like many heads of 
great organizations, he has tilled posi- 
tions all along tho Hue up to the top.- 
becoming In this way familiar with ev- 
ery branch of tha business. Up to the 
time, he resigned from the Pennsylva- 
nia railroad In 18S2 ho was successive- 
ly a rodnmn, an assistant engineer, 
general superintendent, general man- 
ager, third vice president and tlrst vice 
president. 
Ho was elected president 


of tho Pennsylvania'railroad In 181)1). 


William II. Haldwln, Jr., president 


of the Long Island railroad, which will 
connect Its linos with the Pennsylva- 
nia road by moans of tho underground 
tunnel, was elected president of the 
Long Island road In 1800, succeeding 
tho lato Austin Corbln. 
At the time 


of bis election to this position ho wa=t 
not yet thirty-four and had risen In ton 
years from a clerkship lu the Union 
Pacific olllce to the presidency of one 
of the most complicated transportation 
systems lu tho country.
